Knew How To Handle A Gun 


In conversation with a representa- 


tive of this paper, Mr. 
Sargent ex- 


pressed the opinion that Spring is no 
ordinary man. Young as he is, the 
stranger has undoubtedly had a wide 
experience. 


"He handled his revolver like one 


skilled in the use of a gun," said Mr. 
Sargent 
"He threw it straight out 


from his shoulder when he fired and 
pulled the1 trigger the 
instant 
the 


weapon reached a level. There was 
no stopping to take aim. I suppose 
that I really am fortunate 
to be 


alive, as he said. Perhaps, if his gun 
had been in good condition, he would, 
at least, have winged me. 


Counted The Shots 


"Spring had a heavy re\olver. oE 


the sort used by Westerners. 
I un- 


derstand that he claims to have at 
one time worked on a ranch in one of 
the Dakoias and he handled his w^ap- 
ou very much in the manner of 
a 


ranchman. I figured that he had five 
shots in his revolver, as most guns 
the size cf his carry that number of 
cartridges, so I counted the shots as 
he flred. My plan was to close in as 
soon as I thought his revolver was 
empty and pounce puon him before 
he could reload. We caught up with 
him sooner than I had anticipated, 
however l counted only three shots, 
but he claims to have fired four. 


Mr. George Agrees 


Mr. George echoed this sentiment. 


"Certainly," he said, "there can be 
nothing but praise for the men who 
followed the bandits all day long like 
bloodhounds. 
They 
displayed both 


courage and perseverance." 


The Fatal Shot 


"Conductor Reeves and the 
other 


trainmen positively assert that, the 
shot which killed the Italian at Rock- 
ingham Junction iwas fired by Spring," 
continued Mr. George. "Gouin's bul- 
lets, they say, did no harm." 


Gallant Horse Dead 


"A queer thing," said Mr. Sargent, 


"is that Mr. Snell's horse, which ren- 
dered such faithful service on Satur- 
day, died that night. Whether he was 
shot by Spring or was driven too far 
and too 'fast and died from over-exer- 
tion we do not know. An autopsy will 
determine. My theory is that the gal-' 
lant animal received a bullet in its 
body and that death <was due to In- 
ternal hemorrhage. 
Mr. Snell says 


that the horse was driven home from 
the scene of the capture and gave no 
evidence of exhaustion. 
The next 


•morning, it was found dead in 
its 


stall. 


Snell A Hero 


"Snell is certainly a brave man. He 


drove his horse right up to the flee- 
ing man and never winced when the 
bullets were flying about his ears. No 
one showed greater courage." 


Opinion Of Mr. George 


Mr. George is inclined to believe 


that Spring has operated in New Eng- 
land before. He thinks it more than 
likely that he was one of the men 
concerned in the sensational Reading 
raid. The two Reading officers who 
were here are positive that Gouin is 
the man who stood guard over the 
police the night the yeggmen cap- 
tured the town. This man was the 
only one really seen by any of the 
officers.

The Toulouse cooee Is one of the 


standby of the French peasant. Where 
the ordinary domestic goose averages 
from seven to eight pounds the weight 
of the Touloiise goose varies between 
12 and 25 pounds in the normal state 
and between 26 pound* and 32 pounds 
after they are scientifically fattened 
for their livers' sake. 


During the first eighteen months of 


their lives they are let to wander and 
feed at tbeir own sweet will, like pigs 
or sheep, each troop tended by a little 
boy or girl; and the impression that 
they are not really birds, but a kind 
of two-legged animal, is all the strong- 
er when you see -them taken with the 
sheep, at shearing time, for plucking. 


Up till its eighteenth month, the Tou- 


louse goose leads a free and sociable 
outdoor life, junketing through th« 
fields for food and sure to find a "sup- 
plement" in the barnyard. 
Farmer* 


who go in for "magnificent pieces," the 
products of intensive fattening, let the 
goc&e roam free until it has even 
reached its second year. 


The work of fattening is then taken 


In hand in the first cool days of au- 
tumn and it continues during Decem- 
ber and January. The first part, call- 
ed flesh- building, is simple. It con- 
sists in nothing but giving the geese 
all the Indian corn they will eat hav- 
ing care to first soak it to water. 


Two or three times a day the farm- 


er loads the bird—according to its di- 
gesting capacity. 
It is admitted that 


a goose can thus digest considerably 
over a quart of corn per day during 
about five weeks, and these are those 
xvho actually do digest over 50 quarts 
in the 35 days. 
Some farmers give 


soup, others milk, and some add even 
a little ammonia. 
Sulphide of anti- 


mony also favors fattening; but it is 
used only by the great experts, being 
dangerous. 


During all this time 
the 
bird is 


RoaTcely ablp to move. Every peasant 
child knows when the fattening is fin- 
ished. 
It is when the tail spreads 


out lil\o a fan. the tail feathers no 
longer touching each other. Then It is 
time to sell the goose for its liver. 


One of thrsc fattened birds is sold 


fit the Toiiloii&e poose market it brings 
from $3 to $4.50. while phenomenons 
of fattening that weigh up to 35 pounds 
sell as hipht as JO or J7 
The livers 


sometimes grow to 
enormous 
size. 


There have been prize winners that 
have weighed nearly five pounds -Liv- 
ers weighing four and a half pounds 
arc not particularly rare. The aver- 
age weight, perhaps, is sometimes un- 
der three pounds 


Tho potting establishments of Tou- 


louse and Nerac pay rhe peasant or 
tho goose-market speculator from 30 
rents to 60 corrts per pound for thos« 
"foies-gras" ("fat livers,") according 
to their \nlum« and whiteness. One 
of the great chefs of paris—he is Wat- 
rin. once the Vanclerbilt $10,000 cook, 
tells how they prepare them for the 
Terrine dp Foie-gras. The fresh liver 
is 
first skinned. 
Then all the red 


parts are cut out of it. keeping only 
the white nutty parts. With the debris 
a "farce." or filling, is made, which, 
after it is strained and ?«asoned. must 
be poured into tho terrine, or earthen 
dish over the white chunks of liver. 
Big black truffles are also thrown in, 
and the terrine is cooked during two 
hours in a Vain-marie 


Then it IF nllowel to sts.nd.

noxt day the juice is poured out and 
into its spaces and over tlvr1 top is 
poured a mixture of melted batter and 
,ifvoF-"-giTPse 
This hardens and pre- 


serves the whole 
Two days later the 


tiorririe do foie-pras is good to cat. 
and when properly made it keeps al- 
most indefinitely--so long, indocd, as 
to permit it to l>o sent out from Tou- 
loi'ee and ?trashonrg to all parts of 
the world.

One cannot help thinking of 
the host of smaller benefactions, 
many of them made at far greater 
sacrifices to the givers than the huge 
donations of those rich in worldly 
goods. The American people are not 
only great money-makers and spend- 
ers, but great givers. 


THE DECREASE OF 


It is gratifying to discover among 


the gloomy statistics of crimes and 
violent deaths one decided evidence 
of Improvement, says tho Plttsburg 
Dispatch. That Is In the decrease of 
lynchlngs, the total number of which 
during 1905 was 66, not much over 
half the average for the past ten 
years, and the lowest number for 
twenty years. 


Of the 66 victims of lynching 65 


were negroes. 
But of the 65 less 


than a quarter were in revenge for 
the crime which Is alleged In the 
South as the justification for lynch- 
ing. This shows the hollowness of 
the pretext, but that phase is less sa- 
lient than the remarkable diminu- 
tion in mob murder due to the im- 
proved 
public sentiment 
of 
the 


South. It seems that Just about the 
time when such appeals to race ha- 
tred as "The Clansman" are reach- 
ing literary and dramatic form the 
Intelligence of the South Is reallzinz 
that government by lav is infinitely 
perferable to the rule of mob vio- 
lence and race insanity. 


AGAIX THE CANAI4 QUESTION. 


There has recently taken place a 


great change In public opinion with 
respect to the Panama Canal, says 
the New York Post. When the rights 
of the French company were pur- 
chased eighteen months ago there 
was a feeling of gayety. The motto 
was "Make the Dirt Fly." With par- 
donable national pride we projected 
great things and spoke rather con- 
temptuously of the French failure. 
But experience has been sobering 
and as formerly we were too optim- 
istic, now we need to guard against 
pessimism and to be alert against 
the discouragement that tho lobby 
that desires no canal constructed is 
diligently fostering. The thing is no 
summer holiday, and we may indood 
congratulate ourselves If the «linn- 
nel Is open by the time the babies of 
this year become voters.

CRIME GROWS IN 
London Is paying the penalty paid 


by all large cities. Crime, is Inside 
her gates. In round numbers she has 
to pay nearly $8.000,000 to keep 
criminals In check: for that Is the 
sum paid out to her police, courts, 
prisons and prosecuting officers.

Another troublesome waste has been 


coal slag. This too is being utilized 
for building purposes. The builders in 
Loons, France, have the credit of be- 
ing the first to use the waste which 
surrounds coal mines. 
They wished 


to find a cheap, durable and healthy 


I material for the construction of subur- 
ban homes, and coal slag treated as 
concrete after being mixed with slak- 
ed lime was found to answer the pur- 
pose. The mass hardened rapidly and 
even after a few days the walls wer« 
found firm enough to support the 
frame joisrings. Tlvs strength and fire- 
resisting properties of this no.w compo- 
sition have bee.n well tested, and one 
case is mentioned where a nitro ben- 
zine factory was burned down, the 
great heat even melted the machinery 
and yet the walls built of coal slag 
bricks were not consumed, their sur- 
faces having a glazed appearance, and 
they sustained without repair the ceil- 
ing and roof of the new building. 


Jn every brass'manufactory there ia 


unavoidable waste in the scoriae of 
the melting furnaces, In the rolling 
mill department and the wire drawing. 
Whatever 01 this waste, with <he 
sweepings, can be gathered up is put 
into large mortars and subjected to tha 
impact of pivoted pestles till 
tha 


whole is pounded to duat. Then it is 
floated in a running stream of water 
through a chute over riffles, which 
catch the heavy metal particles and al- 
low the lighter trash to pass off. Tba 
metallic residuum, packed in crucibles 
with luted covers, gives back a profit- 
able percentage of metal to be re-used. 


Even the empty tin can has at last 


been found to have a commercial val- 
ue. 
A nutnbT of manufactories are 


reclaiming tin cans have sprung vp 
recently, and the business is grow- 
ing. Thousands of tins, more or less 
battered, are collected every 
week 


from the city refuse dumps, or from 
the hotels and large boarHing houses. 
At the factory tho soldiered seams are 
subjected to an intense heat in such a 
way that the solder runs into a re- 
ceptacle and is carefully saved and 
sold. It brings twelve cents a pound, 
and the profits from this source alone 
almost pays the expense of gathering 
ajnd handling the cans. The tops and 
bottoms of the cans are melted and 
turned Into window sash weights. The 
labels on the tin cans are easily re- 
moved after being soaked in water, 
and the plates are rolled flat by ma- 
chinery. 
As the inside of the plates 


arc not much disoolore/d by the con- 
tents of the can. they present a clean 
surface and make excellent coverings 
for trunks, the seams being hidden by 
the trunk bracks, either or wood or 
sheet iron. 


Sawdust has been utilized in many 


ways. 
In New York city there are 


about five thousand venders of saw- 
dust, having a capital invested of $200,- 
000 and doing an annual business of 
$2,000,000. Forty years ago th? mails 
were glad to pay for having the saw- 
dust carted away. 
Twenty-five years 


ago it could be bought for fifty cents 
a load 
Now it brings $3.50 a load 


from the mill 
It is used at hotels, 


eating houses, crroceries 
and 
other 


places. It is wet and rpread over the 
floors in order to make the sweeping 
clea.ncr work. 
Plumbers use a great 


deal of it between walls and floors to 
deaden the sound. Soda water men 
and packers of glass and breakables 
use it in large quantities, and dolls are 
stuffed with it. Yellow pine'makes the 
best sawdust, as it is the least dusty, 
and has a pungent and healthy smell. 


Amother extensivo field is the util- 


ization of animal waste. In pig killing 
establishments In this country, and 
some in Kngland and Ireland, nothing 
is lost. Whether horse flesh will ever 
become an articlo of food in this coum- 
try it is difficult to say, but in Paris 
tlvnr.0 is a society for the promotion 
of the use of horse flesh, which claims 
to have provided Paris between iftfifi 
and 1881 w i t h nearly sixty-eight mil- 
lion pounds of meat.

Fifty years ago these craft, 


built of sturdy Nvew Hampshire white 
oak and famed for their 
strength, 


capacity and speed, 'were known the 
world around; now less than a score 
of merchant survivors can claim the 
White Mountain state as their birth- 
place. 


Of the magnificent fleet of square- 


riggers launched on the Piscataqua, 
but five remain, and only one of these 
in her original condition—the 
bark 


Yosemite, launched 
in 1868, now- 


owned in San Francisco and engaged 
in the coal trade between Australian 
and Pacific coast ports. 
The 
ship 


]>ashing Wave, launched in 1853, and 
the bark Richard in. (1859), 
have 


been within a year cut 
dawn to 


barges, and are now used, in the 
Puget Sound lumber trade. 
On our 


Atlantic coast the big City of 
Mon- 


treal, launched as a ship in 1861, but 
:ut down to a barge for 
the coal 


trade in 1898, is the only surviving 
representative of the 
square-rigged 


fleet. 
On the Nova Scotia coast and 


under i;he* British flag may be found 
the Grandee, also reduced to an igno- 
minious coal barge and in the trade 
between Cape Breton and Halifax. 
This \essel bears the distinction of 
being the last square-rigger 
owned 


at Portsmouth or in the state. She 
was launched here in 1873 and was 
sold as recently as 1894. 


As for the 
fore-and-afters, 
the 


three-master Annie F. Conlon, built 
in 1882, is notable as being the larg- 
est owned in Portsmouth. 
Next in 


size comes the Alice B. Phillips of 
the same rig, launched during the fol- 
lowing year and now owned at New 
Haven, Conn., both vessels being en- 
gaged in the general coal, ice and 
lumber trades.

The concessions are a distinct mark 


of the government's destrer -to aug- 
ment .friendly relations between the 
two countries. 
It is a Coincidence 


that 'this friendly -act occurs whjle 
the' American delegates at Algeciras 
are able to exert importhnt pressure 
in ameliorating the Franco-German 
differences. 
' 


The insurance law permitted the 


government to require companies- to 
deposit French securities- as -a guar- 
antee for the payment of,French pol- 
icies. 
The 
American 
companies 


agreed to deposit French bonds cov- 
ering their future business,' but they 
objected to making an enormous pur- 
chase of French securities, covering 
:heir past business. The minister of 
commerce strenuously 
insisted 
on 


deposits of past 
business, 
approxi- 


mately $20,000,000. The government 
has now waived this deposit on con- 
dition that 'the companies publicly an- 
nounce that their past business 
is 


guaranteed by American securities 
and not by French securities.
